Chronicles 22:2 it gives his age as be­ 
ing forty-two at the time of the begin­ 
ning of his reign. 
W hich is correct? 
Would it not destroy the infallibility of 
the Bible to say that one is erroneous? 
(O. H. P.) 
Answer.—Ahaziah was twenty-two 
years of age when he began to reign 
over Israel. 
Ile could not have been 
forty-tw’o years old at that time for 
he beeline king on the death of his fa­ 
ther, and his father. King Jehoram. 
died at the age of forty after having 
reigned eight years as stated in 2 
Chronicles 
21:20. 
Besides, 
Ahaziah 
was Jehoram’s youngest son. Evident­ 
ly there was a mistake in transcrib­ 
ing from the original records which 
were, unquestionably, correct when 
formed. 
This error is somewhat simi­ 
lar to that made in I Kings 6:1, which 
says that the fourth year of Solomon’s 
reign was the four-hundred-and-cight- 
leth year from the coming out of 
Egypt.

Paul in Acts 13:PV*21.— “ Fie gave unto 
them Judges about (during) the space 
of four hundred and fifty years, until 
Samuel the Prophet”.

SCHOOL SEATS NOT RIGHT 


Many Result 
in Spinal Curvature for 
Children. 


Kirksville, Mo., Aug. 8 — Dr. Ernest 
C 
Bond, of Milwaukee, addressing 
the American Osteopathic association 
here yesterday, said the school room 
is responsible for many human de­ 
formities. 
He said that faulty con­ 
struction of school seats results in a 
cramping of the spine, and that as a 
result Sh per cent of the freshmen 
class in a certain 
university were 
affected 
with 
spinal 
curvature iii 
greater or less degree. 
Dr. Bond said that many seats are 
so constructed that the convex sur­ 
face of t in* seal back meets the con- 
\<*x curve of the spine when the child 
attempts to sit erect, hereby causing 
discomfort. 
He urged that the Oste­ 
opathic association strive to educate 
the public to demand hygienic seats 
in the school room. 
He also recom­ 
mended the use of adjustable seats 
and desks in schools. 
Dr. Bond said that if a child s# 
sits that its right thigh is at right 
angles to tho body and the feet arc 
planted firmly on t ie floor, the mus­ 
cular effort to sit erect will throw 
the spine into the proper curvature. 
He recommended that the roller skat­ 
ing of children he supervised, as ex­ 
cessive indulgence in this sport, ho 
believes, causes spinal trouble.

United Slates within the last genera­ 
tion.

IKmnds of opium are used annually. 
T he I iii Le Id States, with a popula­ 
tion of 90,000,000, im ports and con­ 
sumes over 400,000 pounds annually, 
averaging over half ail 
ounce 
per 
capita of the entire population. The I 
quantity of cocoa leaves and cocaine 
consumed in Europe is even loss than 
that of opium as compared with the 
United States. 
Over 15,000 pounds 
of cocaine are 
consumed 
in 
this 
country annually. 
A 
consensus 
of 
opinion obtained from a canvass of a 
large num ber of the leading physi­ 
cians of the country indicates thai 
pounds of opium 
would 
be 
am pl* to meet the medical needs of 
the American people, as would 15,000 
ounces of cocaine. 
It is thus shown that more than 
five tim es th e amount of opium and 
ten times the amount of cocaine re- 
quired for medical purposes is being 
consumed in til is country each year. 
The excess is consumed by 
thous­ 
ands of men and women who have 
become addicted to the drug habit. 
•As 
a 
result, 
additional 
criminal 
classes are being c r e a t e . 
The hab­ 
itual use of drugs is more harmful 
in its effects than the use of alcohol­ 
ic liquors. 
It is spreading with a 
rapidity which m enaces the welfare 
of the entire nation. 
I'•.$tally th e 
victims have formed the habit inno­ 
cently and unconsciously, hut having 
once become a drug slave, reform 
is almost impossible. 
In most of the, 
states, some sort of legislation has 
beep enacted looking toward the les­ 
sening oi the ease with which the 
habit-torming drugs can be secured, 
by 
irresponsible 
persons.

laws ore poorly enforced in the main 
and little care is given to means of 
preventing the establishm ent of the 
drug nabit.

school house in Heath Creek yester­ 
day, the purposes and plans of the 
proposed crusade against hog cholera 
have been explained to hundreds of 
farmers and without a single excep­ 
tion, every one to whom the co-opera­ 
tion pledge wras presented signed it. 
During this time Dr. Murphy and 
his assistants have made a complete 
inspection survey of the whole county 
—in the prbcess of which they have 
averaged over 
75 miles 
a 
day 
of 
travel—for the purposes of locating 
all infection centers and systematical­ 
ly planning their work so as to get 
tho quickest possible action in all 
cases of outbreak.

T h e P astor declared th a t his text, 
which 
differentiated 
betw een 
holy 
and not holy infants, w as probably 
th e basis for much of the confusion 
w hich h as prevailed in all denomi­ 
nations on the subject of infant sal­ 
vation and infant dam nation. 
Before 
discussing his text, he wished to call 
th e attention of his h earers to the 
fact th a t about two m onths ago the 
P resbyterian general assem bly in the 
U nited States bad taken a very ad­ 
vanced theological step on this sub­ 
ject. 
According to telegraphic dis­ 
patches, it has altered the Presbyte­ 
rian confession of faith so as to save 
th e non-elect infants as well as Che 
elect ones. 


T he thought th at God had arranged 
a Plan by which some infants would 
go to heaven at death, and other in­ 
fants would go to eternal torture, 
bas for centuries troubled the minds 
of all Christian people—Catholic and 
P rotestant. 
Some said th a t the elect 
infants would be saved and the non­ 
elect infants would be tortured. 
Oth­ 
ers had it th a t any infant by baptism 
would be brought into the church and 
be saved, while infants not thus bap­ 
tized or sprinkled would go to eter­ 
nal torture. 
O thers had it th a t none 
could be saved without regeneration, 
and these w ere perplexed to know 
how' infants could be said to be regen­ 
erated . Therefore how 
could 
they 
hope th at any 
infants 
would 
be 
saved? 
The hearts and heads of all 
good people have suffered terribly for 
m any centuries because of these con­ 
fused ideas. 


It is gratifying, the P astor declared, 
to see th at with the Presbyterians, at 
least, love and sym pathy have tri­ 
um phed; and that, so far as they are 
concerned, th irty 
thousand 
infants 
daily go to heaven, instead of going 
to hell. 
Certainly this is a mission­ 
ary project of no m ean proportions! 
At this rate they no doubt believe 
th a t heaven will soon begin to have 
reasonable proportions, as compared 
with hell. 
We regret th a t the breth­ 
ren did not take any m easures look­ 
ing tow ard the relief of the non-elect 
infants of the past who now’ m ust 
num ber thousands of millions. 
It is 
w orthy 
of 
consideration, 
and 
we 
tru s t will have their attention. 
And since the m atter is so easily 
adjusted, why would it not be the 
proper thing for all C hristian denom i­ 
nations to follow’ the lead and exam ­ 
ple of the Presbyterians? 
W e fear 
th a t not many of the other denom i­ 
nations will join the Presbyterians in 
their generous w ork of helping the 
infants. 
They m ight reason th a t if 
all Infants dying in infancy are saved 
it m ight be the safest thing th a t pa­ 
ren ts could do for their children to 
insure their eternal salvation by kill­ 
ing them in infancy. 
Then baby in­ 
cubators and various devices—m edi­ 
cines .foods, etc.— intended for th e 
preservation of infants’ lives might 
come to be considered detrim ental to 
the eternal interests of the children! 
But how* foolish all such theories 
seem! 
How beautiful by contrast is 
the simple teaching of th e Bible, th a t 
the salvation for all—old and young, 
of heathen lands as well as of Chris­ 
tian lands— is through the resurrec­ 
tion power of M essiah’s Kingdom— 
through its enlightening amt uplift­ 
ing, or resurrecting influences!

torture, if not because non-elect, then 
because unregenerate, or unbaptized. 
Surely all intelligent people are out 
of accord with such

proposition. 
Surely all m ust agree that some great 
m istake has been m ade during the 
D ark Ages, and that under the influ­ 
ence of that mistake, a 3 expressed in 
our creeds, our God has been slan­ 
dered. 
Surely today every thinking 
person will concede th a t a hum an 
being planning such atrocities would 
be a thousand tim es m ore devilish 
than any one known in history. 
And 
surely our great God, our Creator, 
could not be w’orse than the w orst 
and most depraved of all His crea­ 
tures. 
On the contrary, God m ust of ne­ 
cessity be the very personification of 
all the graces—Justice, W isdom, Love 
and Power. 
Evidently the God who 
foreknew and determined
